ADedini,  whose  wife  and  two  chil¬ 
dren  live  in  Idaho,  has  spent  the  last 
year  in  Tehran's  harsh  Evin  Prison, 
known  for  housing  political  dissidents. 
He  was  handed  an  eight-year  sentence 
after  being  arrested  while  visiting  his 
parents  in  Iran  and  working  on  build¬ 
ing  an  orphanage. 

The  33-year-old  pastor  had  convert¬ 
ed  from  Islam  U>  Christianity  in  Iran 
in  2000  and  planted  house  churches 
until  2005.  Although  Iran  has  no  law 
against  house  churches,  the  govern¬ 
ment  termed  his  involvement  a  threat 
to  "national  security,”  even  though  he 
had  ceased  such  work  after  agreeing 
in  2009  to  limit  his  ministry  to  hu¬ 
manitarian  work,  according  to  Morn¬ 
ing  Star  News. 

Before  his  trial  Abedini  was  held  in 
solitaiy  confinement,  beaten  repeated¬ 
ly,  and  told  he  would  be  killed,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  ACLJ.  He  has  been  denied 
medical  treatment  and  suffered  seri¬ 
ous  infections  and  internal  bleeding 
—  presumably  sustained  during  inter¬ 
rogation  sessions  by  prison  officials. 

In  January  he  wrote  a  letter  saying 
he  was  told  he  would  “hang  for  your 
faith  in  Jesus,”  but  he  has  held  firm 
to  his  faith  and  refused  to  renounce 
Christ  when  pressured  to  do  so. 


Obama  expresses  concern  for  pastor  during  phone  call 


WASHINGTON  (BP  and  local  reports) 

—  A  historic  phone  call  between  U.S. 
President  Barack  Obama  and  Iranian 
President  Hassan  Rouhani  on  Sept.  27 
capped  a  significant  week  in  the  case  of 
ah  American  pastor  imprisoned  in  Iran. 

During  the  15-minute  call,  Obama 
voiced  concern  for  Saeed  Abedini,  an 
Iran-born  U.S.  citizen  who  marked  a 
year  of  incarceration  for  his  Christian 
faith  on  Sept.  26.  Though  U.S.  Sec¬ 
retary  of  State  John  Kerry  has  called 
for  Abedini’s  release,  tins  was  the 
President’s  first  known  action  on  the 
pastor’s  behalf. 

Obama  also  expressed  concern  for 
two  other  Americans  imprisoned  or 
missing  in  Iran,  in  addition  to  dealing 
with  other  topics. 

Abedini’s  wife  Naghmeh  said  the 
presidential  call  marked  “the  most  en-

couraging  news  I  have  heard  since  Saeed 
was  imprisoned  one  year  ago.

During  a  CNN  interview  on  Sept. 
25,  Rouhani  was  noncommittal  when 
asked  about  Abedini,  noting  that  he 
“cannot  interfere  in  the  judicial  pro¬ 
cess,"  and  that  America  also  held  Ira¬ 
nians  whom  he  sought  to  be  freed. 

Abedini’s  family  is  optimistic  in  the 
wake  of  the  presidents’  phone  call, 
as  Iran  released  91  prisoners  of  con¬ 


science  in  the  days  leading  up  to  Roo- 
hani’s  Sept.  24  speech  at  the  United 
Nations.  Two  of  them  were  women  held 
since  2009  on  charges  of  “undermining 
the  national  security  of  Iran"  after  they 
converted  from  Islam  to  Christianity 
and  joined  a  house  church,  according 
to  Morning  Star  News. 

Abedini  was  convicted  of  simi¬ 
lar  charges,  but  it  is  difficult  to  draw 
comparisons  or  conclusions  from  the 
murky  Iranian  legal  and  penal  systems. 

The  Abedinis  are  hopeful  that  the 
new  Iranian  president,  elected  in  June 
on  a  platform  of  reconciliation  and  en¬ 
gagement  with  the  West,  will  soon  add 
the  pastor  to  the  list  of  those  released. 

Obama’s  move  was  “a  significant 
step  forward  in  this  critical  case,' 
said  Jordan  Sekulow,  executive  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  American  Center  for  Law 
and  Justice  (ACLJ),  which  represents 
Naghmeh  Abedini.  “We’re...  grateful 
to  .President  Obama  for  raising  Pas¬ 
tor  Saeed’s  imprisonment  and  call  on 
President  Rouhani  to  put  his  promise 
of  being  moderate’  into  action  by  re¬ 
leasing  Saeed  without  further  delay." 

Earlier  in  the  week,  Naghmeh  Abe¬ 
dini  passed  along  a  letter  from  her 
husband  to  Rouhani  when  she  encoun¬ 
tered  the  Iranian_president  and  his  en¬ 
tourage  in  a  New  York  hotel  where  she 
was  staying. 

As  Rouhani  approached  the  hotel  el¬ 
evators  on  Sept.  23,  Naghmeh  Abedini 
gave  a  letter  to  one  of  his  delegates, 
who  promised  to  deliver  the  letter  to 
the  president,  ACLJ  reported. 

In  the  letter,  Saeed  Abedini  recount¬ 
ed  his  plight  and  asked  the  Iranian 
president  to  initiate  a  review  of  his

attendance,”  Thornton  said 
“Gas  assistance  will  be  dis¬ 
persed  to  participants  who  ex¬ 
press  a  dire  neea  and  are  trav¬ 
eling  more  than  20  miles  one 
wayto  CWJC  class  each  day.” 

The  Mississippi  center  has 
graduated  79  women  and 
serves  an  average  of  35  women 
annually,  utilizing  the  Jobs  for 
Life  curriculum  and  offering 
classes  on  the  Bible,  money 
management,  business  math, 
communications,  anger  man¬ 
agement,  computer  skills,  and 
health  and  nutrition,  among 
other  topics. 

Lee  County  CWJC  in  Au¬ 
burn,  Al.,  another  recipient 
of  the  WMU  grant,  has  min¬ 
istered  the  past  six  years  by 
focusing  on  life  skills'  and  jot) 
skills,  and  raising  self-esteem 
and  self-confidence. 

“We  do  so  much  more  than 
just  resumes,  mock  interviews, 
and  dressing  for  success,”  ex- 
'  plained  Ij3in  Bell,  board  sec¬ 
retary  of  CWJC  of  Lee  County. 

“We  try  to  help  the  entire 
person  —  mind,  body,  and  spir¬ 
it  —  and  focus  on  each  individ¬ 
ual  growing  spiritually.  Some 
participants  have  never  owned 
their  own  Bible  before  coming 
to  CWJC.” 

The  Lee  County  center  will  use 
its  funds  to  purchase  new  com¬ 
puters  and  printers  for  students, 
print  recruitment  materials,  and 
purchase  study  books  to  help 
with  GED  tutoring.  Bell  said. 

The  center  has  graduated 
79  women  during  the  past  six 
years,  and  serves  an  average  of 
20  women  annually.  The  cen¬ 
ter  has  one  paid  staff  member 
and  utilizes  volunteers,  includ¬ 
ing  25  local  educators  who  par¬ 
ticipate  weekly  and  community 
leaders  and  professionals  who 
commit  to  single  sessions. 

The  Gfeater  Arlington  (Tex¬ 
as)  CWJC,  which  has  served 
women  since  2005,  is  the  third

ter  provides  job  training  many 
women  would  not  be  able  to 
afford,  said  Julie  Forrester, 
Greater  Arlington  CWJC  ex¬ 
ecutive  director  and  site  coor¬ 
dinator. 

“Without  CWJC’s  tuition- 
free  job  skills  program,  many 
women  would  not  be  able  to 
obtain  crucial  job  training 
and  [would]  be  unemployed, 
Forrester  said.  “Arlington  is 
home  to  The  University  of 
Texas  at  Arlington  and  Tar¬ 
rant  County  Community  Col¬ 
lege,  but  their  fees  for  Job 
training  courses  are  unafford¬ 
able  for  many  women." 

The  Arlington  center  will 
use  their  grant  for  computer- 
related  improvements.  “We 
will  upgrade  software  and 
purchase  new  equipment  to 
increase  efficiency  for  our  par¬ 
ticipants,”  Forrester  said.  “All 
improvements  will  contribute 
to  enhanced  job  skills  prepara¬ 
tion  in  an  effort  to  remain  com¬ 
petitive  in  today's  job  market.” 
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The  Arlington  center  has 
graduated  78  women  since 
2012,  when  more  than  170 
volunteers  served  over  4,000 
hours.  The  center's  job  skills 
curriculum  includes  Microsoft 
Office,  QuickBooks,  resume 
writing,  and  job  interview 
skills,  while  personal  develop¬ 
ment  classes  focus  on  a  daily 
Bible  study,  time  management, 
and  healthy  boundaries. 

“One  01  the  main  aspects  1 
respect  about  the  CWJC  min¬ 
istry  is  that  it  is  all  about  sec¬ 
ond  chances  and  individual 
responsibility  is  required  on 
the  part  of  each  nartlcipant, 
Forrester  said.  "I  think  it  is 
vitally  important  that  we  pro¬ 
vide  women  a  hand  up  rather 
than  at  handout.” 

Overall,  there  are  159  regis¬ 
tered  and  certified  CWJC  and 
Christian  Men*  -Job  -Corps  )t 
(CMJC)  sites,  and  several,  of  , 
these  serve  participants  in 
multiple  locations  at  satellite 
sites.  Of  these  sites,  120  offer 
CWJC,  10  offer  CMJC,  and  29 
offer  both. 

In  2012,  11,080  staff  and 
volunteers  served  approxi¬ 
mately  4,250  participants. 
According  to  independentsec- 
tor.org,  the  estimated  value 
of  volunteer  time  for  2012  is 
$22.14  per  hour.  With  more 
than  3.7  million  volunteer 
hours  scried  in  2012,  CWJC/ 
CMJC  had  an  economic  im¬ 
pact  of  more  than  $82  million 
based  on  this  estimate. 

Founded  by  national  WMU 
in  1997,  CWJC  provides  a 
Christian  environment  to  equip 
disadvantaged  women  for  life 
and  employment  through  bib¬ 
lical  nourishment.  Women  re¬ 
ceive  training  in  life  skills  to 
help  them  attain  education,  job 
readiness,  and  self-sufficiency. 
Each  participant  is  paired  with 
a  mentor  to  guide,  encourage, 
and  keep  them  accountable
